the program, declared it would be un- 
wise to subject the aged chief justice 
and .the .older .members: of the senate 
to the adverse weather conditions. 
Spectators Ankle-Deep in Snow. 
President - Roosevelt’ and Mr. Taft 
were escorted to the capitol promptly 
at the hour set this morning, their pro- 
gress through the blinding snow being 
met with cheérs from a thin fringe 
of hardy spectators who braved the ele- 
ments and stood ankle-deep.in snow 
2nd slush along the distances of Penn- 
Sylvania avenue. The presidential 
party entered the capitol building at 
if o’clock and were escorted to the 
president’s room in the senate wing. 
Up to the time of leaving the white 
house Mr. Taft had his heart set upon 
taking the oath in front of the multi- 
tude gathered on the capitol plaza. 
After reaching the senate, however, the 
counsels of the older members of the 
senate prevailed and it was decided

Philadelphia, March 4.—Former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt tonight had no message 
to give to the American people, after 
his seven years’ term as their chief ex- 
ecutive. He passed through the city 
at 9:07 o'clock. His last words to all on 
leaving Washington and since then were: 
“Goodby and good hick.” 

He has uttered these words almost in- 
cessantly for a week to thousands of | 
friends, but the sincerity with which 
he said this farewell did not diminish 
in the least. His last farewell greet- 
ings today were to a number of people 
who rode in the same car with him, in- 
cluding a number of newspaper men, 
who asked him to say a few words as 
&® good night’ message to the ceuntry. 
He refrained, however, from saying 
anything for publication, and announced 
that any statements which might ap- 
pear as coming from him could be de- 
clared as. “fakes.” 

During the trip from Washington the 
former president and Mrs. Roosevelt 
traveled in a most democratic manner. 
They were aboard a Pullman, unattend- 
ed in any way. No secret service man 
accompanied Mr. Roosevelt, because he 
had protested against this. . 

A luncheon was served tete-a-teite in 
the drawing room shortly after teaving | 
Washington. It had been carefully pre- 
pared by the white house chef, and sent 
by messenger to the train. The former 
president conversed constantly during 
the trip with Mrs. Roosevelt, and often 
laughed heartily.

sands of men, women and children, glad 
of the chance to find a place to sleep. 
The city was crowded to the limit with 
visitors. There were big .snowdrifts in 
many places and street car traffic was 
impeded. j 

All arriving trains were late, and 
thirty of them averaged eight hours 
late, some of them much more. The 
Colonial express from Boston, due last 
night arrived this morning twelve 
hours late. The trains, in view of con- 
gested conditions, entered the city un- 
der a system of flag signais in place 
of the dispatcher’s orders. 

Like Cleveland Weather. 

Washington was visited by a similar 
storm during the second inauguration 
of Grover Cleveland ‘and at that time, 
though the formal ceremonies -were 
carried out. many of those who par- 
ticipated never recovered from the ef- 
fects of the storm. Scores of the pa- 
raders at that time, including many 
West Point cadets, were stricken with 
pneumonia, and several fatalities re- 
sued. Following the inauguration cer- 
emonies, agitation developed to have 
the next Inauguration held > April 30, 
oer some time in the month May, but 
congress did not take any action in 
the matter.

Washington, March 4.—The first chief 
executive to take the oath of office in 
the chamber of the senate in seventy- 
Six years, William Howard att today 
became president of the United States. 

Accompanied to the capitol by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and a guard of honor 
through a swirl of blinding snow, Mr. 
Taft returned to the white house, just 
as the began to force its way 
through the thinning clouds of gray. A 
sudden blizzard sweeping in from the 
northwest last night, to set awny the 
weather bureau's optimistic promise of 
“fair and somewhat cooler,” caused an 
abandonment of the outdoor ceremonies 
on the famous east front of the capi- 
tol, much to Mr. Taft’s chagrin, and 
threatened for a time to stop the bril- 
liant pageant of the afternoon. 

By alm@st superhuman efforts, a 
passageway was cleared along the cen- 
ter of Pennsylvahia avenue, however, 
and for ntarly three hours President 
Taft and Vice President Sherman  re- 
viewed a passing column. which. was 
replete with martia! splendor

Roosevelt Hurries Away. 

Following the brilliant and impressive 
ceremonies in the senate, during which 
both president and vice president took 
the oath of office, President Roosevelt— 
again a private citizen—bade an af- 
fectionate adieu to his successor, while 
all in the historic chamber looked on in 
silence, and then hurried away through 
a side door to take a train for New 
York. As he passed out of the cham- 
ber, Mr. Roosevelt was given an Ova- 
tion quite the equal of that tendered 
to the new president. Outside the cap- 
ito] the retiring chief executive was 
met by eight hundred members vf the 
New York county committee, and, un- 
der their escort, was driven to the 
Union station, a short three blocks 
‘away. <A band at the head of the col- 
umn, playing “Auld Lang Syne,’ told 
‘he stoiy of the march, and Mr. Roose- 
velt was compelled time and tirfYe again 
to acknowledge the cheers from _ the 
throngs which lined his way. 

There was a wait of nearly two 
hours at the station, during which Mr. 


| Roos>velt held an impromptu reception 
‘in the presidential suite. 


Many of his 
old friends among government officials 
and the diplomatic gorps sought him 
there for a final word of farewell. As 
he made his way to the train, shortly 
after 3 o'clock, Mr. Roosevelt was 
cheered by thousands. 

To all with whom he spoke, Mr. Roose- 
velt declared that-while he had “a bully 
time” as president, he was glad to lay 
down the dugies of office. He paid trib- 
ute to his successor and especially com- 
mented upon the latter’s inaugural ad- 
dress as a splendid effort. 

Taft at the Inaugural Ball. 

President and Mrs. Taft were the cen- 
ters of interest at the culminating fea- 
ture of the memorable day—the inaugu- 
ral ball, in the pension building. The 
gcene in the vast cavern of the building, 
which had been transformed into a cano- 
pied court of ivory and white, was an- 
other of the brilliant pictures which are 
quadrennially painted here by the gath- 
ering of a vast and brilliant assemblage 
from every section of the country. With 
all the color and movement of a mili- 
tary spectacle, with the softening influ- 
ence of delicately tinted gowns and the 
interest of a.personnel séldom equaled 
at a social function, the inaugural ball 
holds a place unique in the history mak- 
ing ofthe day. 

While the ball was in progress indoors, 
a display of fireworks on the monument 
lot in the rear of the white house mark- 
ed the end of the outdoor celebration. 
For hours the thinly clouded heavens 
were alight with screaming rockets, with 
sun clusters that challenged the bril- 
liance of days, with fiery “‘cobras”’ and 
all the fantastic creations of modern 
pyrotechnic ll. 

Aerial lutes, floating festoons, il- 
lumiinated balloons and scores of other 
features made the display visible from 
one end of the capitol city the 
ot her. 

Prior to his visit to the ball, President 
Taft bad entertained at tea in the white 
house the members of the Yale Club; 
had dined with Mrs. Taft at 7 o'clock,

The state’s object evi- 
dently was to show that the wound in 
the neck, cutting the spinal cord, caused 
Senator Carmack’s muscles in the hand 
to contract and thus explode the re- 
volver. } 

The defefse objected again, and the 
doctor qualified as an expert and said: 
‘“There Avould be muscular convul- 
i9ns,r eftdliowed by paralysis.” 

- The Cigar in Carmack’s Hand. 

"So if the senator had a cigar in his 
hand and the shot was fired into his 
@pinal cord and paralysis was instant, 
what would become of the cigar or 
anything else held in his hand?’ 

“Tt would fall—either cigar or re- 
volver—just where the senator stood.” 
’ “But you saw the cigar still in Sena- 
tor Carmack’s fingers when ycu ar- 
rived, hence there was no instant paral- 
ysis? | 

On redirect examination Dr. Glasgow 
said that any movement made after the 
spinal cord was separated would be 
spasmodic, and the victim would be 
incapable of voluntary action.

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From New York to Norfolk the 
Blizzard Raged With Great 
Severity — Storm Worst ia 
Years for Telegraph and 


Telephone Service. | 


—————— 


New York, March 4.—As a result of a 
March blizzard, which swept down un- 
announced during the night, the middle 
Atlantic seaboard from New York to 
Norfolk found itself today buried in an 
avalanche of snow and swept by destruc- 
tive winds. For a time here today con- 
ditions seemed to threaten a reputation 
of the great blizzard of March 12, 1888, 
but tonight the storm has sunk to less 
alarming proportions, awd there was 
promise of mild weather tomorrow. 

Bad for the Wires, 

For the telephone and telegraph com- 
panies the storm was one of the worst 
in years. Wires in all directions went 
down at the winds’ first onslaught. For 
eight hours Washington, the central 
point of America for the time being, 
was complétely isolated and at a late 
hour tonight the only means of commu- 
nication between the capital and the out- 
side world was over three crippled tele- 
graph wires, one to New York, one to 
Atlanta and a third to Charlottesville, 
Va. No telephone or railroad wires be- 
tween New York and Washington or 
Baltimore were working. The worst 
of the snow hurricane struck a wedge 
of territory which included Washington 
and Baltimore. The region south of 
Philadelphia was well nigh a blank on 
the map for the greater part of the day. 

At 8 o’clock tonight the Pennsylvania 
offices at Jersey City gaye out the fol- 
lowing: 


“Latest reports from Perryville; M4.. | 
60 miles below Philadélphia, state tnai 


for 30 miles beyond that point every 
wire is down. These lines include some 
of the best and most expensively con- 
structed wires in the country. 

“The first train from Washington to 
reach Jersey City today arrived at 5 
9’clock this afternoon. This was train 
No. 80, due at 7:08 a. m, The Atlantic 
Coast Line express and the Pennsylva- 
nia express, both due about noon, reach- 
ed Jersey City a short time after No. 80.” 

Most Severe of Winter, 

In New York eity the storm was one 
of the most severe af the winter, al- 
though the weather bureau asserted that 
the metropolis had received ‘‘only the 
edge of the disturbance.’ Three lives 
were lost in the sinking of six Baltimore 
and Ohio coal barges at St. George. 
Staten island. : 

The gale descended upan New York 
harbor with tHe fullfledged fury of an 
ocean hurricane. Barges that were un- 
der tow were blown ashore, while tugs 
and small boats were sent scurrying for 
cover. Several of them suffered heavy 
damage before reaching gafe anchorage. 

Street car and elevated lines through- 
out the city were badly crippled during 
the early hours of the day, but the fer- 
ries and suburban roads had a siill 
harder time in bringing their morning 
crowds. All the ferries ran on uncertain 
schedules, because of the difficulty 
which they experienced in making their 
slips with the opposition of the heavy, 
choppy sea. 

Busy Shoveling Snow. 

The municipal snow men, led by the 
football veterans, Edwards and Hogan, 
started early at their big task and by 
sunset had gained considerable headway, 
especially in the down town districts. 

Long island was snowbound all day. 
The storm piled up a tremendous surf 
along the coast. The highest tide in 
more than five years, which accompanied 
the storm’s early morning demonstra- 
tion, flooded two railroad trestles and 
halted the operation of one railroad 
line and two suburban trolley lines. At 
various points tugs were freld in readi- 
ness to aid any craft in distress, while 
at Moriches, the life savers rescued 
with their breeches buoy a crew. of 
thirty-two wreckers on board the schoon- 
er Mercy, stranded on the beach sev- 
eral weeks agd, and which began to go 
to pieces with the onslaught of today’s 
storm.

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Three States Swept by Disas- 
trous Blizzard — All Rail- 
roads Out of Baltimore Are 
Tied Up—Damage to Fruit 
Crop. | 


Raltimore, Md., March 4.—Baltimoreans 
had a vivid reminder today of» ‘the bliz- 
zards which have visited this cy at 
periods of a decade or thereabouts in 
‘years past. Almost the whole city lay 
under a network of fallen wires. Street 
ear service was disorganized in all di- 
rections, a number of lines being out of 
communication altogether all day long. 
Neither of the twotelegraph companies 
had a single wire working out of Bal- 
timore and the telephone service was 
badly cripped locally, and altogether 
useless as to outside points. The storm 
caused the death of Policeman Thomas 
H. Worthington, who early today was 
removing a fallen ‘‘dead” wire from the 
Street at MciMechen and Mount Royal 
avenue, when a live wire fell, killing 
him instantly. 

The isolation of the city, so far us-tel- 
com:erned, 
became complete at | o’clock this morn- 
ing. The telephone wires worked a )!*- 
tle longer. <A telegraph cable strung 
across the tracks of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad at Greenmount avenue 
sagged so greatly as to stoptrains, and 
had to be cut to permit them to pass. 
The damage to wires extended in all di- 
rections within a radius of 3@ miles of 
this city. 

Every railroad between Baltimore and 
Washiagton were tied up until after- 
and thousands who expected to 
attend the inauguration were detained in 
this city. From all the companies’ came 
reports of trees und poles down across 
the tracks, and on the interurban elec- 
tric linég. the..wiring was down in 
places. Strenuous:, efforts were being 
nade to resume servicé.. From the su- 
burbs came reports of many poles und 
trees falling under the weight “¢f.. wet 
wet snow, and one awning framy i? 
falling broke a man’s ieg. A Woman 
was said to have been killed-in sorth- 
east Baltimore. 

Three States Suffer. 

Norfolk, Va., March 4—A storm of 
great intensity swept through eastern 
Virginia, Maryland and North Carolina 
last night, with a maximum wind ve- 
locity at Cape Hatteras of 52 miles an 
hour during the ear:y morning. Coming 
from the north ana northwest the winds 
in many places brought with them 
freezing weather, but the temperature 
in ‘Norfolk and vicinity only fell to 36 
degrees, and the many fruit trees whose 
blossoms had been brought forth by 
Summer-like weather are yet unhurt, 
notwithstanding the light snow that fell 
for several hours this forenoon. With 
freezing weather tonight, the fruit trees, 
however, will more than likely suffer 
to a great extent, with probably half of 
the eastern Virginia fruit crop cut off. 

High winds prevailed throughout the 
night, many cities and towns reporting 
serious storms, particularly along the 
coast. The wind reached 36 miles an 
hour here, and played havoc with awn- 
ings and street signs, and caused 
many fences and trees _ to suffer. At 
Raleigh, N. C., the wind rose to a maxe 
imum velocity of 42 miles an_ hour, 
while at Richmond only a maximum ot 
30 miles an hour was recorded. 

The Norfolk weather bureau wes in 
touch by direct wire with Washington, 
D. C.,. for a short time this forenoon, re- 
ceiving weather reports. The _ official 
weather report from Washington at 8 
a. m. today was a maximum wind Vve- 
locity of 24 miles an hour from the west, 
with snow still ‘falling, following a total 
precipitation of 2% inches In rain and 
Snow during the night. The telegraph 
operator at the Washington end said 
that at 9:45 o’clock this forenoon Penn- 
Sylvania avenue, through which*the In- 
@ugural parade passes from the capitol! 
to the white house, was covered with 
three and a half inches of snow and 
slush. The conditions in Washington 
for the inaugural, he said, were some- 
thing awful. 


Battleships Tossed About. 

Norfolk, Va., March 4.—With the wind 
blowing nearly 40 miles an hour across 
the Hampton Roads, the battleships of 
the. Sperry fleet, still at anchor there, 
had a very rough time of it last night 
and early this morning. The great ma- 
chines of war rode through the storm in 
perfect safety, but several Small boats 
and launches were sunk or driven 
ashore. There was no loss of life, how- 
ver, so far as has been reported. 
The admirals laun¢eh, from the 
battleship Wisconsin, which had to tie- 
up at the Old Point pier for the night, 
was battered against the pier and went 
to the bottom of the roads. A _ launch 
from the United States ship Panther 
broke adrift and washed ashore. A pleas- 
ure launch, with no one, aboard, sank.

Amendment of Anti-Trust Laws.

business of the country. It is impera- 
tively necessary, therefore, that a tariff 
bill be @rawn in good faith in accord- 
ance with promises made before the 
election by the party- in power, and as 
promptly passed as due consideration 
will permit. It is not that the tariff 1s 
more important in the long run than 
the perfecting of the reforms in respect 
to anti-trust legislation, and interstate 
commerce regulation, but the need for 
action when the revision of the tariff 
has been determined upon, is more im- 
mediate to avoid embarrassment of bus!- 
ness. To secure the needed speed in the 
passage of the tariff bill, it would seem 
wise to attempt no other legislation at 
the extra session. I venture this as 4 
suggestion only, for the course to be 
taken by congress, upon the call of the 
executive, is wholly within its discre- 
tion. 
Necessity for Revenue. 


In the making of a tariff bill, the prime 
motive is taxation, and the securing 
thereby of a revenue. Due largely to the 
business depression which followed the 
financial panic of 1907, the revenue from 
customs and other sources has decreased 
to such an extent that the expenditures 
for the current fiscal Year will exceed 
the reecipts by $100,000,000. It is imper- 
ative that such a deficit shall not con- 
tinue, and the framers of the tariff bill 
must of course have in mind the total 
revenues likely to ‘be produced by it, 
and s0 arrange the duties as to secure 
an adequate income. Should it be im- 
possible to do so by import duties, new 
kinds of taxation must be adopted, and 
among these I recommend a graduated 
inheritance tax, as correct in principle 
and as certain and easy of collection. 

The obligation on the part of those re- 
sponsible for the expeditures made to 
carry on the government, to be as ©€C0~ 
nomical as possible, and to make the 
burden of taxation as light as possible, 
is plain and should be affirmed in every 
declaration of government policy. . This 
is especially true when we are face to 
face with a heavy deficit. But when the 
desire to win the popular approval leads 
to the cutting off of expenditures really 
needed to make the government effective, 
and to enable it to accomplish its proper 
objects, the result is as much to be con- 
demned as the waste of government 
funds in unnecessary expediture. The 
scope of a modern government in what 
it can and ought to accomplish for its 
people has been widened far beyond the 
principles laid,down by the old laissez 
faire school of political writers, and this 
widening has met popular approval. 

In the department of agriculture, the 

use of scientific experiments on a large 
scale, and the spread of information de- 
rived from them for the improvement of 
general agriculture, must go on. 
. The importance of supervising business 
of great railways and industrial comb!- 
nations, and the necessary investigation 
and prosecution of unlawful business 
methods, are another necessary tax upon 
government which did not exist half a 
century ago. 


Conservation of Resources. 

The putting into force of laws which 
shall, secure the conservation of our re- 
sources, so far as they may be within 
the jurisdiction of the federal govern- 
ment, including the most important 
work of saving and restoring our forests, 
and the great improvement of water- 
ways, are all proper government func- 
tions which must involve large expendi- 
ture if properly performed. While some 
of them; like the reclamation of arid 
lands, are made to pay for themselves, 
others are of such an indirect benefit 
that this cannot be expected of them. 
A permanent improvement, like the Pan- 
ama canal, should be treated as a dis- 
tinct enterprise, and should be paid for 
by the proceeds of bonds, the issue of 
which will distribute its cost between

It 
may well be submitted to the serious 
consideration of congress whether the

Then, too, there are expenditures. of 
government absolutely necessary if our 
country is to maintain its proper place 
among the nations of the world, and is 
to exercise its proper influence in de- 
fense of its own trade interests, in the 
maintenance of traditional American 
policy against the colonization of Buro- 
pean monarchies in this hemisphere, and 
in the promotion of peace and interna- 
tional morality. I refer to the cost of 
maintaining a proper army, a proper 
navy and suitable fortifications upon the 
mainland of the United States and in its 
dependencies. 


The Army and Navy. 


We should have an army so Organized, 
and so officered, as to be capable in time 
of emergency, in cooperation with the 
national militia, and under the provis- 
ions of a proper national volunteer law, 
rapidly to expand into a force sufficient 
to resist all probable invasion from 
abroad and to furnish a respectable ex- 
force, if necessary, in the 


nolicy which bears the name of President 
Monroe. 


Our fortifications are yet in a state of 


ber of men to man them is insufficient. 
In a few years, however, the usual an- 
nual appropriations for our coast de- 
fenses, both on the mainland and in the 
dependencies, will make them sufficient 
to resist all direct attack, and by that 
time we may hope that the men to man 
them will be provided as a necessary ad- 
junct. The distance of our shores from 
Europe and Asia of course reduces the 
necessity for maintaining under arms a 
great army, but it does not take away 
the requirement of mere prudence, that 
we should have an army sufficiently 
large and so constituted as to form a 
nucleus out of which a suitable force 
can quickly grow. 

What has been said of the army 
may be affirmed in even a more em- 
Phatic way of the navy. A modern 
navy cannot be improvised. It musf 
be built and in existence when the 
emergency arises which calls for its 
use and operation. My distinguished 
predecessor has in many speeches and 
messages set out with great fdérce and 
Striking language the necessity for 
maintaining a strong navy commen- 
surate with the coast line, the govern- 
mental resources and the foreign trade 
of our nation; and I wish to reiterate 
all the reasons which he has presented 
in favor of the policy of maintaining 
a strong navy as the best conservator 
of our peace with other nationg and 
the best means of securing respect fo: 
‘the assertion of our rights, the ae- 
fense of our interests and the exer- 
cise of our influence in international 
matters. 


The Promotion of Peace. 

Our international policy is always to 
promote peace. We shall enter into 
any war with a full consciousness of 
the awful consequences that it always 
entails. whether successful or not, and 
we, of course, shall make every effort, 
consistent with national honor and the 
highest national interest, to avoid a 
resort to arms. We favor. every in-

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Hider the eOntrol of the federal govern- 
ment, the duty of performing our inter- 
national obligations in this respect. By 
proper legislation we may, and ought 
to, place in the hands of the federal ex- 
ecutive the means of enforcing the 
treaty rights of such aliens in the courts 
of the federal government. It puts 
our government in a pusillanimous posi- 
tion to make definite engagements to 
protect aliens and then to excuse the 
failure to perform those engagements 
by an explanation that the duty to keep 
them is in states or cities, not within 
our control. If we would promise, we 
must put ourselves’'in a position to per- 
form our promise. We cannot permit 
the possible failure of justice due to lo- 
cal prejudice in any state or municipal 
government to expose us to the risk of 
a war which might’ de® avoided if fed- 
eral jurisdiction was asgerted by suit- 
able legislation by congress and carried 
out by proper proceedings instituted. by 
the executive, in the courts of the na- 
tional government. 


Financial Legislation. 

One of the reforms to be carried out 
during the incoming administration is a 
change of our monetary and banking 
laws, sO as to secure greater elasticity 
in the forms of currency available for 
trade, and to prevent the limitations of 
law from operating to increase the em- 
barrassments of a financial panic. The 
monetary commission lately appointed is 
giving full consideration to existing con- 
ditions and to all proposed remedies, 
and will doubtless suggest one that will 
meet the requirements of business and 
of public interest. We may hope that 
the report will embody neither the nar- 
row view of those who believe that’ the 
sole purpese of the new system should 
be to secure a large return on banking 
capital or of those who would have 
greater expansion of currency with lit- 
tle regard to provisions for its imme- 
diate redemption or ultimate security. 
There is no subject of economic discus- 
sion so intricate and so likely to evoke 
differing views and dogmatic statements 
as this one. The commission in study- 
ing the general influence of currency on 
busintss and of business on currency, 
have wisely extended their investigations 
in European banking and monetary 
methods. The information that they 
have derived from such experts as they 
have found abroad will undoubtedly be 
found helpful in the solution of the dif- 
ficult problem they have in hand. 


Postal Savings Banks. 

The incoming congress should prompt- 
ly fulfill the promise of the republican 
platform and pass a proper postal sav- 
ings bank bill. It will not be unwise 
Or excessive paternalism. The proms 
ise to repay by the government will 
furnish an inducement to savings de- 
posits which private enterprise cannot 
supply, and at such a low rate of in- 
terest as not to withdraw custom from 
existing banks. It will substantially 
increase the funds available for invest- 
memt as capital in useful enterprises. It 
will furnish the absolute security which 
makes the proposed scheme of govern- 
ment guaranty of deposits so alluring 
without its pernicious results. 

I sincerely hope that the incoming 
congress will be alive, as it should be, 
to the importance of our foreign trade 
and of encowraging it in every way 
feasible. The possibility of increasing 
this trade in the Orient, in the Philip- 
pines and in South America are known 
to everyone who has given the matter 
attention. The direct effect of. free 
trade between this country and the Phil- 
ippines will be marked upon our sale 
of cottons, agricultural machinery and 
other manufactyres. The necessity of 
the establishment of direct lines of 
steamers between North and South 
America has been brought to the atten- 
tion ef congress by my predecessor, and 
by Mr. Root before and after his note- 
worthy visit to that continent, and I 
sincerely hope that congress may be in- 
duced to see the wisdom of a tentative 
effort to establish such lines by the use 
of mail subsidies. 

The importance which the department 
of agriculture and of commerce and la- 
bor may play in ridding the markets of 
Burope of prohibitions and discrimina- 
tions against the importation of our 
products_is fully understood, and it is 
hoped that the use of the maximum and 
minimum feature of our tariff law to be 
soon passed will be effective to remove 
many of those restrictions.

The work on the canal is making most 
satisfactory progress. The type of the 
canal aS a lock canal was fixed by con- 
gress after a full consideration of the 
conflicting reports of the majority and 
minority of the consulting board, 
after the recommendation of the war 
department and the executive upon those 
reports. Recent suggestion that some- 
thing had occurred on the isthmus to 
make the lock type of the canal less 
feasible than it was supposed to be 
when the reports were made and the 
policy determined on, led to a visit to the 
isthmus of a board of competent en- 
gineers to examine the Gatun dam 
and locks, which are the key 
lock type. The report of that board 
shows that nothing has occurred in the 
nature of newly revealed evidence which 
should change the views once formed in 
the original discussion. The construc- 
tion will go on under & most effective 
organization controlled by Colonel Goet- 
hals and his fellow army engineers as- 
sociated with him, and will certainly be 
completed early in the next administra- 
tion, if not before. 

Some type of canal must be construct- 
ed. The lock type has been selected. 
We are all in favor of having it built 
as promptly as possible. We must 
not now, therefore, keep up a fire in the 
rear of the agents whom we have au- 
thorized to do our work on the isthmus. 
We must hold-up their hands, and speak- 
ing for the incoming administration, I 
wish to say that I propose to devote 
all the energy possible and under my 
control, to the pushing of this work on 
the plans which have been adopted, and 
to stand behind the men who are doing 
faithful hard work to bring about the 
early completion of this, the greatest 
constructive enterprise of modern times. 

The governments of our dependencies 
in Porto Rico and the Philippines are 
progressing as favorably as could be 
desired. The’prosperity of Porto Rico 
continues unabated. The business con- 
ditions in the Philippines are not all that 
could wish them to be, but 

the passage of the new

Political Tolerance in South. \

fifteenth amendment attempted to se- 
cure the negro against any deprivation 
of the privilege to vote, because he was 
a negro.

It must be fairly and justly 
enforced as well. In time both will 
come. Hence it is clear to all that the 
domination of an ignorant, irresponsible 
element can be prevented by constitu- 
tional laws which shall exclude from 
voting both negroes and whites not hav- 
ing

electorate. The danger of the control of 
an ignorant electorate has therefore 
passed. With this change, the interest 
which many of the southern white eiti- 
zens take in the welfare of the negroes 
has increased.

There is in the south a 
stronger feeling than ever among the 
intelligent, well-to-do and influential 
element in favor of the industrial educa- 
tion of the negro and the encouragement 
of the race to make themselves useful 
members of the community. The prog- 
ress which the negro has made in the 
last fifty years from slavery, when its 
statistics are reviewed, is marvelous, 
and it furnishes eve:y reason to hope 
that in the next twenty-five years:a still 
greater improvement in his condition as 
a productive member of society, on the 
farm, and in the shop and in other oc- 
cupations, may come. The negroes are 
now Americans. Their ancestors came 
here years ago against their will, and 
this is their only country an@ their only 
flag. They have shown. themselves anx- 
ious to live for it and. to die-for it. En- 
countering the race feeling against 
them, subjected at times to cruel injus- 
tice growing out of it, they may well 
have our profound sympathy and aid in 
the struggle they are making. We are 
charged with the sacred duty of making 
their path as smooth and easy as we 
can. Any recognition of their distin- 
guished men, any appointment to office 
from among their number, is properly 
taken as an encouragement, and an ap- 
preciation of their progress, and this 
just policy shall be pursued. 


As to Appointments. 


But it may well admit of doubt 
whether, in the case of any race, an 
appointment of one of their number to 
a local office in a community in which 
the race feeling is so widespread and 
acute as to interfere with the ease and 
facility with which the local zowern- 
ment business can be done by the ap- 
pointee, is of sufficient benefit by way 
of encouragement to the race to out- 
weigh the recurrence and increase of 
race feeling which such an appoint- 
ment is likely to engender. Therefore, 
the executive, in recognizing the negro 
race by appointments must exercige a 
careful discretion not thereby to do it 
more harm than good. On the other 
hand, we must be careful not to en- 
courage the mere pretense of race 
feeling manufactured in the interest 
of individual politica] ambition. 

Personally, I have not the slightest 
race prejudice or feeling, and recog- 
nition of its existence only awakéns in 
my heart a deeper sympathy for those 
who have to bear it or suffer from it, 
and I question the wisdom of a policy 
which is likely to increase it. Mean- 
time, if nothing is done to prevent, a 
better feeling between the negroes and 
the whites in the south will continue 
to grow, and more and more of the 
white people will come to reaHze that 
the future of the south is to be much 
benefited by the industrial and intel- 
lectual progress of the negro. The 
exercise of political franchises by 
those of his race who are intelligent 
and well-to-do will be acquiesced in. 
and the right to vote will be withheld 
only from the ignorant and irresponsi- 
ble of both races. 


Protection of Labor. 


There is one other matter to which 
I shall refer. It was made the gubject 
of great controversy during the elec- 
tion, and calls for at least a passing 
reference now. My distinguished pred- 
ecessor has given much attention to 
the cause of labor, with whose struggle 
for better things he has shown the 
sincerest sympathy. At his instance,

Mr. and Mrs. Taft were the guests 
of the Roosevelts at the White hbduse 
last night, setting a new precedent in 
the courtesies of the executive man- 
sion, as they did again today when 
Mrs. Taft accompanied the newly-made 
president and Mr. Sherman, the new 
vice president, from the capitol, at the 
head of the imposing parade, to the 
white house. The presidential carriage, 
drawn by four bay horses, which had 
been closed against the storm, as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’ and Mr. Taft made their 
way to the capitol, was thrown open as 
the return journey was begun, and 
Presiden; sali, quickly recognized by 
the crowds which: stood enthusiastically 
unmindful of the ankle-deep snow and 
gsliush about them, was acclaimed all 
along the great distances of the avenue.

The ambas- 
sador from Italy, the dean of the corps, 
was the first to enter, being followed 
by the ambassadors from <Austria- 
Hungary, France, Germany, _ Brazil, 
Russia, Mexico, Great Britain, Japan 
and Turkey, in the order named. They 
were given seats near ‘he. central 
aisle immediately behind the space re- 
served for: the members of the presi- 
dent’s cabinet. 

Members of Congress. 

The house of representatives formed 
in line in the corridor in the southern 
end of the capitol, and, accompanied 
by members-elect, who Were soon to 
take their places in the next congress, 
marched slowly to the senate door, 
which they entered two by two 
Speaker Cannon, at the head of the 
column, Was at once escorted to a 
raised chair on the left of the vice 
president, members of the house and 
members-elect taking seats assigned 
them throughout the chamber. The 
representatives "were accompanied by 
the house employees, who, together 
with many of the official attaches 
of the senate, being unable to obtain 
seats. were obliged to stand through- 
oyt the ceremony. 

The two most conspicfous seats in the 
senate were reserved for the president 
and president-elect, both of whom faced 
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front row on the right side of the aisle, 
and the president-elect on the left. Mem- 
bers of the cabinet were also given 
places in the front row of seats near Mr. 
Roosevelt, and the committee on - 
rangements were seated near them. 
Sherman Sworn In. 

Mr. Sherman was at once escorted up 
the steps to the desk of the vice presi- 
dent and wag given a seat On his right. 
There the oath of office was administer- 
ed to him by Vice President Fairbanks, 
this being the first of the functions per- 
formed after the gathering of the assem- 
biage. 

At the instance of Senator Culberson, 
chairman of the democratic caucus, the 
senate adopted the following resolutions 
expressive of its appreciation of the able 
and impartial manner in which the vice 
president had presided over that body 
during ‘four years: 

“Resolved, That the thanks of the sen-

Fairbanks’ Farewell. 

Mr. Fairbanks delivered his farewell 
address, referring with evident emotion

The response was not 
very general, but to the extent that it 
was, the occasion resembled, for a brief 
time, a religious rather than an official 
ceremony. ; 

Sherman’s Address. 

The proclamation of the president 
convening the senate im extra session 
Was then,read and the vice president 
delivered his inaugural address. Mr. 
Sheman said: 

“Senators: There is no need to recite 
the history of this great legislative 
body, proud of it though we be, nor 
yet to suggest methods which might in 
coming time enhance its usefulness, The 
world knows the one and you under- 
Stand the other. 

“In a government for and by the peo- 
ple; the necessity of clearly defining the 
rights and limitatidns of the several 
branches thereof is manifest. An hun- 
dred years has demonstrated the far- 
sightedness and wisdom of the framers 
of that instrument which has furnished 
the foundation of our legislative action. 
The vice president is not one of the 
makers of the law. His duties are rath- 
er to regulate in this body the method 
of making them: to regulate, not in ac- 
cord with his will and ideas, but in ac- 
cord with rules which you yourselves 
have established. It is for the presiding 
officer to require you to act in con- 
formity with your self-imposed regula- 
tions just as it is the duty of the su- 
preme court to d¢termine if your action 
is in accord with the constitution. Two 
decades of service in this capitol, 
though not in this chamber, have im- 
pressed me with the weight of:senatorial 
responsibility, and the value of sena- 
torial duty well done. It is neither 
well to minimize the former nor ex- 
aggerate the latter, but to have both 
ever in mind. | 

“T am aware that the great burden {s 
on your shoulders, not mine. I do not, 
however, fail to realize that I have du- 
ties to perform which require industry, 
a clear mind and a controlled temper. I 
shall strive to perform such duties with 
courtesy, impartiality and fairness. 

“Tt am inducted into the vice presi- 
dency with appreciation of the dignity 
and honor of the lofty place and with 
pleasurable anticipation of close asso- 
ciation with men of high ideals and 
patriotic purpose. 

“T accept. sir, from your hand the 
gavel with the earnest hope that I may 
measure up to the standard you have 
set and if I do I feel that I shall have 
met the expectations of the most evact- 
ing.”

The effect of the whole 
illumination is brilliant in the extreme 
and has rarely, if ever, in the history of 
the city been excelled. 

Approximately a quarter of a million 
ipeople tonight gazed with wide-eyed 
wonder and delight at what, no doubt, 
was the finest display of aerial fire- 
works ever seen at the national capital. 
The exhibition which was given on the 
ellipse squth of the executive mansion 
began at 7:30 o'clock, and at that hour 
the great open spaces of the White lot 
and the Washington monument grounds 
were crowded by a dense throng, all ‘ex- 
pectant and eager to see the really won- 
derful exhibition of pyrotechnics. It ig 
believed that these crowds numbered 
not less than a hundred and twenty- 
five thousand. Then there were prob- 
ably as many more occupying the roots 
and windows of the tall apartment 
houses and other buildings, private and 
public, which would make a total larger, 
it is thought, than any ever before as- 
sem bied in Washington on a similar oc- 
casion. 

The program was a long one and con- 
tained many special and unique features 
of marvelous beauty and yg spectacular 
effect, never heretofore seen in this 
country. The display began by the dis-. 
charge of one hundred and one aerial 
guns, the nationa)] salute, and was fol- 
lowed by the lighting of 250 prismatic 
fires, which changed color a number 
of times. The illumination was superb 
and the effect of the changing tints on 
the towering marble sheft of the Wash- 
ington monument was extremely beau- 
tiful. 

Then came the flight of 150 rocket

In the 
meantime, other airships float over 
the city, dropping flery bombs, wreck- 
ing the buildings, which crumble and 
fall until all are utterly destroyed. The 


Play was the wonderful “pillar . of 
light” rising a hundred feet into the 
air, arranged in five tiers and lighting 
up the whole section of the city.

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“WHO HAVE BEEN CHOSEN BY TAFT 
TO ASSIST HIM IN GOVERNMENTAL WORK 
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Below wiil be found brief sketches of 
the members of President Taft's cabi- 
net: s 

Philander C. Kuaox. 

Philander Chase Knox, who 
Mr. Taft’s secretary of state, reenters 
the cabinet after five years in the 
" tates senate, to which he was 
“ ¥pointed in June, 1904, to fill the va- 

icy cavsed by the death of Matthew 
Like most of his colleagues 
Knox is a law- 
yer and first came into national promi- 
nence as attorney general in Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s first cabinet when he success- 
fully prosecuted the Northern Securi- 
ties case. Mr. Knox is fifty-six years 
old, having been born in Brownsville, 
Pa.. May 6, 1853. After graduating 
from Mount Union College at Alliance, 
Ohio, he began the study of law in 
Pittsbur and three years .later was 
admitted to the bar in that city. When 
Mr. Knox was only twenty-four years 
of age, he was appointed assistant 
United States district attorney for the 
western district of Pennsylvania. After 
a short term in this office, however, he 
resigned and entered private practice 
with James H. Reed, under the firm 
mame of Knox & Reed. The firm be- 
came counsel for many large interests, 
and it is said that Mr. Knox has re- 
eeived some of the largest fees ever 
paid in this country. During the 
Homestead riots in 1892 he was coun- 
€e] for the Carnegie Steel Company, 
and directed the legal end of that fa- 
mous legal disturbance. When in 190 
Mr. McKinley appointed him attorney 
general, Mr. Knox's participation in the 
Homestead affair caused some opposi- 
tion on the part of labor organizations 
to his confirmation. As attorney gen- 
eral Mr. Knox not only prosecuted to 
successful issue the government's 
against the Northern Securities 
but conducted the case 
against the so-called Beef Trust, with 
the result that that combination was 
dissolved by the final decree of the 
United States supreme court. Mr. Knox 
has been credited also with having pre- 
pared and carried through the Panama 
Canal purchase in 1903. It was shortly 
after the conclusion of the Panama 
purchase that Mr. Knox was appointed 
to the United States senate by Governor 
Pennypacker to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Senator Quay, .and 
afterward he was elected by the legits- 
lature for the full term expiring in 
March, (911. 

It was at Mount Union College that 
Major McKinley first became acquaint- 
ed with voung Knox. Mr. McKinley 
Was at that time prosecuting attorney 
of Stark county. and the acquaintance

dency. Probably his most notable pub- 
lic service was as counsel for the Unit- 
ed States in the Alaskan boundary case 
before the arbitration tribunal in Lon- 
don in 1903. He was an assistant at- 
torney general of the United States dur- 
ing Cleveland’s administration, and has 
been general counsel for the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company for some 
years, spending most of his time in 
Chicago, where the general offices 
that company are located. Mr. Dickin- 
son is 58 years old, ‘having been born in 
Columbus, Miss., in 1851. He is a grad- 
uate of the University, of Nashville, 
from which school he has a degree as 
master of arts, and he studied law at 
Columbia university, at the University of 
Leipsig, and in Paris. He is president 
of the American Bar Association, and be-

George Von Lengerke Meyer. 

George von Lengerke Meyer, who 
goes from the postmaster general's of- 
fice to the nacy department, was 
brought into the cabinet in February, 
1907, to succeed Postmaster General 
Cortelyou. He was at that time am- 
bassador to St: Petersburg, to which post 
he had been transferred from Rome, 
where he had served five years as am- 
bassador. Mr. Meyer is a native of Bos- 
ton; in which city he was born in 
i958. After graduating from Harvard 
he entered the employ of a commission 
firm, and some years later became a 
member of the firm of Linder & Meyer, 
Bast India merchants, which had been 
established ‘by his father. He is an of- 
ficer or director in many large Manu- 
facturing and financial concerns, and has 
always ‘been active in politics, having 
been a member of the Boston common 
council, an alderman, a member of the 
state legislature, serving as speaker of 
the lower house for three consecutive 
years. Mr. Meyer was elected a mem- 
ber of the republican national commit- 
tea in 1899, and on McKinley’s election 
he was made ambassador to Italy. He 
is a member of the Athietic, the Somer- 
set and St. Botolph Clubs of Boston, and 
among other business offices is president 
of the Ames Plow Company and a direc- 
tor of the Old Colony Trust Company 
and the Amoskeag Manufacturing Com- 
pany. Mr. Meyer is a sportsman and an 
angler, and is known as a crack shot. 


George W. Wickersham. 

New York's representative in the new 
cabinet is George W. Wickersham, who 
becomes attorney general. Mr. Wicker- 
sham is a member of the law firm in 
which President Taft’s brother, Henry W. 
Taft, is a partner, and he is known as 
an expert in railroad law. Although a 
resident of New York city, Mr. Wick- 
ersham is a native of Pennsylvania, 
having been born in Pittsburg in 1858. 
He first took civil engineering at Le- 
high university, but later entered the law 
school of the University of Pennsylva- 
nia, from which he holds the degree of 
bachelor of laws. He immediately en- 
tered practice in Philadelphia, but later 
went to New York and associated him- 
self with the firm of Chamberlain, Car- 
ter & Hornblower. A year later he be- 
came managing clerk of the firm of 
Strong & Cadwalder, of which President 
Taft's brother is a member, and event- 
ually was taken into partnership. 

Mr. Wickersham is counsel! for a large 
number of corporations, among them 
the Interborough railroad, and as at- 
torney for the railroads in the famous 
Chicago Traction case came into consid- 
erable public prominence. He is fond of 
travel, usually spending a portion of the 
vear abroad and is a devoted equestrian. 
He has a country residence at Cedar- 
hurst. Long Island, and also a home in 
New York city. 


Charlies Nagel. 

Charles Nagel, of St. Louis, the new 
secretary of commerce and labor, is 
better known among lawyers and edu- 
cators than to the public at large, al- 
though he served as a member of the 
Missouri house of representatives and is 
a- member of the republican national 
committee. He is a native westerner, 
having been born in Colorado county, 
Texas, in !649. He comes of profes- 
sional ancestors, his father, Dr, Her- 
man Nagel, being one of a family of four 
brothers, of whom three are physicians, 
and his-maternal grandfather and great- 
grandfather were clergymen. In the 
height of the civil war the pronotnced 
union sentiments of Dr. Nagel com- 
pelled him to remove from Texas to 
St. Louis. Here Charles Nagel soon 
entered the St. Loujs high school. Gradu-

He fills 
a professorship in the St. Louis Law 
school; is a member of the board ot 
of the public library, of 
board of trustees of Wash- 
ington university ‘and a member 
of the board of ntrol of the 
St. Louis Museum of Fine Arts. Mr. 
Nagel, as the Missouri member of the 
republican national committee, served 
during the recent campaign as a mem- 
ber of the exequtive commfttee, and was 
in charge of the western headquarters. 
Socially, he has been active in his na- 
tive city, being a member of the Uni- 
versity Club, the Commercial Club, the 
St. Louis Club, the Round Table and 
Country Clubs. and also of the Metro- 
politan Club in Washington city. 


Frank H. Hitchcock. 


Although the youngest member of the 
new cabinet, Frank H. Hitchcock, Mr. 
Taft’s postmaster general, is probably 
better known to the general public than 
any of his colleagues by reason of the 
prominence he obtained as chairman of 
the republican national cgmmittee in the 
recent campaign. Mr. Hitchcock is only 
42 years of age, and since he left school 
has been in the employ of the govern- 
ment. He is a native of Ohio, but re- 
ceived his education in Massachusetts, 
to which state his parents removed while 
he was quite young. Graduating from 
Harvard in 1891, he obt@ined a clerkship 
in the department of agricuiture, Later 
Secretary Wilson made him chief of 
the division of foreign markets, and 
when the department of commerce and 
labor was organized he was made its first 
chief clerk. in Mr. Roosevelt's first cam- 
paign he was assistant secretary to the 
republican national] committe, and was 
later appointed first assistant postmster 
general. He resigned that position when 
the Taft campaign was opened to take 
charge of Mr. Taft’s interests. Subse- 
quently he was elected chairman -of the 
republican national committee, which 
post he still holds. During his first 
year aS a government clerk in Washing- 
ton Mr. Hitchcock found time to take 
a law course at Columbian university, 
and On graduation was admitted to the 
bar in the District of Columbia and 
three years later was admitted to prac- 
tice before the supreme court of the 
United States. Among other associations 
he is a member of the American Eco- 
nomic Association, the American Statis- 
tical Association and the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence. Mr. Hitchcock is a bachelor.

Franklin MacVeagh, merchant, who 
will be the next secretary of the treas- 
ury, was born On a farm near Phoenix- 
ville, Chester county, Pennsylvania.

Despite the bitter weather, the parade 
Was a great success, though some or- 
ganizationg failed to get here in time, 
Owing to delayed trains. The marchers 
were enthusiastic and seemed not to 
mind the snow under their feét. 

Thousands in Line. 

There were thousands of men _ in line, 
though estimates vary as to the total. 

Approximately twenty-five thousand of 
the marchers were soldiers, sailors and 


marines of the military establishments | 
|of the United States, bodies of the na- 


tional guard of many states, with large 
contingents of spruce cadets and mid- 
shipmen from the national military and 
naval academies. The remaining eight 
thousand were citizens from all parts 
of the United States, banded together 
fn commercial and political organiza- 
tions, many of them distinctively uni- 
formed campaign clubs. 

Numerically, the inaugural parade to- 
day was not so large as that which 
marched along historic Pennsylvania 
avenue from the capitol to the white 
house when Grover Cleveland, the only 
democratic president of the United 
States since the civil war, was inducted 
into the office the first time. The 
parade today, however, had a distinc- 
tive and impressive quality which no 
Similar pageant ever possessed. This 
year, each state represented sent the 
cream of its citizen soldiery and the 
finest of {ts civic organizations to do 
honor to William Howard Taft and 
James Schoolcraft Sherman, the new 
president and vice president of the 
United States. 

Great Stands for Inspection. 

Lining Pennsylvania avenue, from 
the capitol to the white house. were 
immense stands for spectators and every 
Seat was occupied. Every vantage 
point in .window and on house-top was 
taken when the head of the magnificent 
column of thirty-odd thousand men 
swung around the curve at the Peace 
monument and straightened out for its 
more -than-a-mile-long march to, 


through and beyond the DYitiscant court 


of honor. The avenue was a great lane 


‘or streaming white and vivid green, the 


- Official colors of this, the most pictur- 


| 


esque of inaugural ceremonies. 


Almost every person among the Scores 
of thousands that jammed the side- 
walks and thronged the buildings along 
the route of the parade carried a min- 
lature Star Spangled Banner. attached 
to a golden staff. These were waved 
with right good will, and no better evi- 
dence of the patriotism of the Ameri- 
can people and the popularity of the 
new president and vice-president could 
have been afforded than the reception 
which greeted the organizations as the 
procession swept between the throngs 
which lined the great avenue On both 
sides. 

After Major General J. Franklin Bell, 
the grand marshal of the parade, ac- 
companied by his brilliantly uniformed 
Staff, had passed and been accorded a 
vociferous greeting. the crowds settled 
down, with fine discrimination, to ap- 
plaud those organizations which ap- 
pealed most distinctly to them. 

Cadets Favorites. 

In previous inaugural parades, the 
midshipmen from the naval academy 
at Annapolis and the cadets from the 
military academy at West Point have 
won the greatest popular approval. To- 
day they were no less favorites than 
formerly among both. residents and 
visitors; but in heart interest they 
were eclipsed by the detachment of 
$3,300 sailors from the great fleet of 
American battleships now anchored in 
the waterg of Hampton Roads, just 
returned from their world-encircling, 
epoch-making cruise of fourteen 
months. Tanned these men were by 
the tropical suns, lithe, active and 
hard as nails through the rigidity of 
their work and discipline, and as they 
marched down the flag-flecked lane, 
with the sailorman’s quick, active 
step, to the accompaniment of inspir- 
ing music from their own bands, the 
throngs became nearly hysterical in the 
manifestation of their appreciation. 
As they swung along in lively, happy 
fashion, accustomed now as they are 
to the adulations of thousands, they 
were evidently pleased with the deep- 
chested roar that greeted them from 
the open throats of a hundred thousand 
Americans—their fellow-countrymen. 


Men Behind the Guns. 

These “men behind the guns”. fur- 
nished merely one of the interesting 
features of the parade. Eighteen gov- 
ernors Of as many states, who had 
journeyed to Washington to do honor 
to the nation’s chief executive, ap- 
peared in the pageant surrounded by 
handsomely caparisoned «staffs. Silk- 
hatted, frock-coated and dignified, 
these men, chosen beyond their fellow 
citizens, were accorded everywhere a 
cordial reception by the cheering 
crowds. 

There was tremendous applause, too, 
for all organizations, civil and milita- 
ry, in the line. Among them several 
regiments of khaki-clad soldiers of the 
United States army, only recently re- 
turned from Cuba, and other regiments 
that have won honors in wars and on 
Plains fighting with Indians, attracted 
notable attention. 

Among the state troops were detach. 
ments of the national guards of Con- 
necticut, Florida, Georgia, Maine, Mas. 
sachusetts, Maryland, Missouri, Minne-

Some of 
the more distant states sent several 
companies of their guard, while most 
of them were represented by regi- 
ments, and Maryland and Pennsylvania 
by brigades. 

The famous Troop A, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, a national guard organization, 
constituted the special guard of honor 
to President Taft, as it had to the 
late President McKinley. Maryland’s 
representation included the historic 
Fifth regiment, of Baltimore, and Vir. 
ginia had in line the Richmond Blues, 
a light infantry organization that ren- 
dered conspicuous service om many oc- 
casions. During the civil war it ren- 
dered. service to Lee and Stonewall 
Jackson for the dgonfederacy. It was 
mustered in for the Spanish war, but 
did not get to the front. 

Among other noted military organ- 
izations in the parade were the Rich- 
mond Hussars, a cavalry command of 
Augusta, Ga., and the cadet regiment 
from the Virginia Military Institute, 
popularly known as “The West Point 
of the South,” which supplied many of 
the high commissioned officers for the 
confederate army in the civil war. 

Georgia ’Possum Club. 

Some organizations were in line that 
never before had visited Washington and 
their clever marchfng and attractive uni- 
forms caught and held the fancy of the 
throngs. Among these were the “Pick- 
aninmy band,’’ composed of colored or- 
gman boys of South Carolina; the Sher- 
man Scouts,” of Utica, N. Y., carrying 
at the head of their line a huge oil 
painting of their neighbor, Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman, and leading at the rear 
a gaily comparisoned ‘Billy Goat’; an 
“Alligator Band’. from Louisiana; a 
‘“Possum club’ from Geongia and a 
Taft club, five hundred strong, from the 
Same state. 

Not the least important feature of the 
civic division were the representatives 
of several camps of Confederate Veter- 
ans, now grim and gray, some of whom 
wore their old-time uniforms and car- 
ried their shot-riddled ‘flags. 

Four years ago, a conspicuous feat- 
ure of the inaugural parade was made 
up of Rough Riders. Today their place 
was taken in the pageant by a contin- 
gent of gentlemen riders from the fox- 
hunting districts of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, all clad in regulation pink coats 
and black caps. They were mounted on 
the finest horses that were shown in 
the parade, all thoroughbreds, satin- 
coated and handsome. 

Court of Honor Described. 

Almost from time immemorial, the 
newly inducted president of the United 
States has reviewed the inaugural pa- 
rade from a stand in front of the white 
house. It is fitting that this should be 
made the focal point of the great func- 
tion. Here, from Fifteenth street to 
Seventeenth street, on Pennsylvania 
avenue, the Taft inaugural committee 
designed a Court of Honor, which, 
in symbolical effect and beauty of con- 
struction, surpasses all previous efforts 
in street decorative work in the national 
capital. 

This work was the particular care 
of the committee on street decora- 
tions, of which E. W. Dunn, Jr., is the 
chairman. Associated with him were 
many architects of national repute. They 
collaborated and after much study pro- 
duced a scheme which is a masterpiece 
of architectural art. 


Decorations Are Gay. 

In nearly every instance heretofore the 
criticism has been that the decorations 
of the Court of Honor were too somber. 
There wag not enough of the character 
of the celebration of victory, not enough 
of the character of a joyous beginning 
of an eventful era. This was avoid- 
ed in the present court of honor. The 
decorators expressed a@mirably their 
idea. The result is a superb dec- 
orative scheme, beautiful in design and 
finish, and thoroughly typical of the 
strength and prosperity of the country. 

From Fifteenth street to Seventeenth 
street there is a stretch of about !,800 
feet. Pennsylvania avenue, between 
these points, is intersected by two cross 
streets, Madison place, on the east of 
the axis of the white house, and Jack- 
son place on the west. On the axis of 
the white house, and directly in front of 
was the president’s reviewing stand, 
accommodating approximately 3,000 peo- 
ple, and opposite it is the .Lafayette 
square stand, accommodating 8,000 peo- 
ple. The stands are designed artistical- 
ly, and, although only temporary, are in 
keeping with the architectural treatment 
of the Court of Honor. 

Venetian masts, surmounted with gild- 
ed baskets bearing greenery. and flowers 
and festooned with gaily colored stream- 
ers, extend the entire length of both 
side, of Pennsylvania avenue. They are 
spaced 30 feet apart and are joined to- 
gether with looped gariands of laurel 
leaves and flowers. | 


Idke Great Deric Columus, 

At the intersection of Madison place 
and Jackson place, on each side of the 
four corners are large pylons, 50 feet 
high. These pylons have the form of 
massive Doric columns en tall pedestals 
@nd wide-spreading bases. Eight in 
number, they form, as it were the en- 


ployed, in prodigal profusion. 


trances, and exit gates of the court of 
Honor. 

The pylons are constructed of frame- 
work and staff, painted white and cér- 
tain portions of the staff ornament }5 
gilded. All of the columns are deco- 
rated with laurel leaf, flowers and gild- 
ed rope. At the base of each column is 
a cartouche with the American eagle 
bearing a trophy of silk flags. Around 
each pylon are, Venetian masts, arranged 
in a circle, and on them are trophies 
with the gilded American eagle perched 
on a golden label bearing the names of 
Taft and Sherman alternatingly. Be- 
low the names is a bas-relief portrait 
of Taft and Sherman. 

The pylons at each street intersection 
have gtretched between them and diago- 
nally at a height of 40 feet above tue 
ground laurel leaf garlands of ieaves 
of massive size, and festooned below the 
garlands of leaves are smaller garlands 
of flowers. 

Gilded Discs. 

At given points, the &arlands are or- 
namented with gilded discs with looped 
gilded rope and tassels. In the center 
Of each span, directhy over the center 
of the street, are immense trophies of 
the seal of the United States. The diag- 
Onal festoons have at their intersection 
an immense white ball ornamented with 
looped garlands of exquisite green, stud- 
ded with electric lamps. White and 
green constitute the official colors of thé 
entire inaugural ceremony. 

Each pylon is surmounted with a huge 
gilded basket, with palms ,.and flowers 
and lighted with incandescent lamps. A 


line of electric lamps extends along 


every festoon or garland, so that at 
night the general line of the decoration 
was preserved in all of its artistic 
beauty, i 

Wherever the American flag is used 
it is used properly, breaking free to the 
wind or grouped in form of trophies. 
The general color scheme of white and 
green is preserved, however, and natural 
greens and white flowers have ‘een em- 
It was re- 
garded that as a background for the 
brilliant streamers and flags no more 
beautiful combination of color was pos- 
sible.

TO GET TO OYSTER BAY 


New York, March 4.—Theodore Roose- 
velt, ex-president of the United States, 
accompanied by Mrs. Roosevelt, arrived 
in Jersey City at 11:30 tonight.

The aréatest . care has AveRs exercised 
to avoid anything in the illuminating Or 
floral work that would be obtrusive or 
garish, and soft lights and perfect har- 
mony among all the elements of the 
decorations have been the result. 

The great height of the rapf of the 
building was a serious obstacle to sat- 
isfactory treatment by the decorators, 
and to overcome it it was found neces- 
sary to reduce it some 40 or 59 feet; 
this wag done by skillful use of bunt- 
ing forming a canopy or vault arching 
across the entire width and length of the 
building, about !00 by 300 feet. This 
vaulted canopy is composed of a series 
of 10 by 12-foot panels, and the bunting 
is so disposed as to produce the effect of 
sunken panels. The reduction of the 
height of the roof necessarily shortened 
the eight massive pillars that support it 
and so temporary doric capitals were 
introduced at the points of intersection. 
This brought the shortened pillars into 
proper architectural proportion with tue 
temporary construction. 


The Color Scheme. 


The color scheme of the vault is a 
deep cream or ecru tint which !s also 
earried behind the two-storied colon- 
ades which encircle the court, And this 
forms a background to the floral decora- 
tions in this portion of the building.

PRESIDENT TAFT’S POLICY IN THE SOUTH. 

‘Assurances which Mr. Taft gave the south as president-elect have now. 
been renewed and reaffirmed by him as president of the United States. 

The utterances of President Taft, significant of his purpose to intensify 
‘national spirit and to promote racial] harmony by the exercise of a wise dis- 
cretion in the making of executive appointments, constitute the feature which 
‘makes his inaugural address most notable to the south. 

In other respects President Taft’s address is the clear, concise and direct 

but unflowered statement of a man of business conscientiously determined to 
carry out the promises given and the policies announced by him when he was 
@ candidate. As to his purposes regarding these policies, his assertions are 
‘positive and unequivocal. Others may differ with him, at times, as to wisdom 
and soundness, but they cannot question his sincerity in conviction and de- 
termination. ® ; 
But that which will command deepest interest and most marked atten- 
tion in the south, both because it is a somewhat radical departure from the 
policy of predecessors and because of its justice and far-reaching effect, is the 
statement made in pursuance of his promise to the people of the south when, 
as president-elect, he addressed them in his Atlanta speech of January 15. 
In that speech, asserting that “the direct local effect of a national admin- 
istration upon the south is chiefly through its local officials, appointed and 
exercising their functions through the section,” he said of his policy in re- 
spect to these appointments: 

All I can say with reference to the future policy of the administration in 
the south on this subject is that I expect to spare no effort to/find out the facts 
in respect to the character of the proposed appointees, and so far as in me lies ' 
to select those whose character and reputation and standing in the community 
commend tkem to their fellow citizens as persons qualified and able to discharge 


their duties well, and whose presence in important positions will remeve, if any 
such thing exists, the sense of alienism in the government which they represent. 


So important to national unity does President Taft consider this policy 
in its execution, that he has devoted to discussion and amplification of it 
quite one-fifth of his first offiical utterance to the nation as chief executive. 

Not only does he present it as a long step toward national harmonization, 
but he puts it upon the unquestioned and substantial ground of greatest good 
to the negro race itself, in that appointments of negroes to office over the 
protest of the majority of wealth and population in southern communities 
only constitute another obstacle t6é the true advancement and welfare of that 
race. 

Defining this attitude in the light of the assertion that “if nothing is done 
to prevent, a better feeling between the negroes and the whites in the south 
will continue to grow,” President Taft said in his inaugural address: 

BUT IT MAY WELL ADMIT OF DOUBT WHETHER, IN THE CASE OF 
ANY RACE, AN APPOINTMENT OF ONE OF THEIR NUMBER TO A LO- 
CAL OFFICE IN A COMMUNITY IN WHICH THE RACE FEELING IS SO 
WIDESPREAD AND ACUTE AS TO INTERFERE WITH THE EASE AND 
FACILITY WITH WHICH THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BUSINESS CAN BE | 
DONE BY THE APPOINTEE, IS OF SUFFICIENT BENEFIT BY WAY OF 
ENCOURAGEMENT TO THE RACE TO OUTWEIGH THE RECURRENCE 
AND INCREASE OF RACE FEELING WHICH S¥UH AN APPOINTMENT 
IS LIKELY TO ENGENDER. THEREFCxAE, THE EXECUTIVE, IN REC- 
OGNIZING THE NEGRO RACE SY APPOINTMENTS, MUST EXERCISE A 
CAREFUL DiSCRETION NOT THEREBY TO DO IT MORE HARM THAN

These things were almost forgotten until March 4, 1909, reproduced the 
actual picture strikingly intensified.

Give the country a decent, safe day for presidential inaugurations, and 
the whole people will commend the action. 

Further congressional inattention to this national duty will, in the light 
of the tragedies which March 4. has brought, border upon criminal neglect.

JURY STILL’ OUT 
IN MURDER. TRIAL 


Bartow Smith Charged 
With Murder of Webb. 


Hundreds Could Not Gain En- 
trance to the Court Room at 
Alpharetta—Killing One of 
Bloodiest in County’s History 


Alpharetta, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)— 
The jury is still out at a late hour to- 
night in the trial of Bartow Smith, 
charged with the murder of Frank 
Webb, on the night of January 23. 

Six panels of veniremen were dis- 
missed before a jury could be secured 
satisfactory to both sides. 

The killing was one of the bloodiest 
in the hhistory of Milton county, and in- 
tense interest is being displayed. Both 
the dead man and the man now on triai 
are prominently connected in the coun- 
ty, and hundreds have been turned ° 
away from .he court room. . 
The crime was committed at midnigat ; 


near the edge of this town, and by 3, 
o'clock of the following day teeling was 
running: high. 

Frank Webb, a young white man 19 
years old, was the victim. Bartow 
Smith, a white man about nineteen years 
old, is charged with tne crime, and nis 
two brothers, Ernest Smith and Bijah 
Smith, aged 22 and 20 years, respective- 
ly, are neld as accomplices. b‘rank 
Webb was a son Of Cad.C. Webb, a for- 
mer sheriff of Milton County. 

It is charged that the three Smith 
beys, together with Homer Tribble, the 
19-year-old son of J. A. Tribble, a farm- 
er living two miles southeast of Al- 
pharetta, and Cain Gunter, a white man 
about thirty years old, who lives near 
town, made up a game of craps and 
invited Frank Webb to join them and 
some negroes. About 9 o'clock at night 
these parties were gathered together in 
a pine field pasture three-quarters of a 
mile northwest of Alpharetta. Passers- 
by heard a pistol shot about 9 o'clock, 
but thought nothing strange of it. The 
following Sunday morning it transpired 
that Frank Webb was dead in the old 
pine field where the boys had been gam- 
blingy the night before.

New Orleans, March 4.—By ordering 
the release today of two Syrians held 
for deportation on recommendation of a 
special board of inquiry, Judge Foster, 
of the federal court, created an unusual 
situation as to the enforcement of im- 
migration laws at this port. 

The attorney of the Syrians, in apply- 
ing for a writ of habeas corpus, pointed 
out that under an act of congress of 
February, !907, the office of commis- 
sioner of immigration was provided at 
New Orleans and to this commissioner 
was delegated the authority to convene 
It was con- 
tended that no such appointment a 
made, and that P, H. Streeton, who 
in charge of the immigration office here, 
being an inspector and not a commis- 
sioner, had no authority to appoint a 
epecial board of inquiry. The court up- 
held this view. 

It is inferred that the immigration de- 
partment.at Washington will thus be 
forced to arrange for the immediate 
appointment of a congmaissioner if the im- 
migration laws are to be enforced at 
this port.

Last Hours Marked by 
No Stirring Incidents. 


Expenditures Greatest in His- 
tory of Country, and a De- 
ficit of $150,000,000 Is Pre- 
dicted—Snub to Cannon by 
the Democrats. |

Washington, March 4.~—The sixtieth 
congress came to an end at noon today 
and it glided into the sixty-first so 
imperceptibly that the change was 
scarcely noticeable. The final act, 
though unofficial insofar as the house 
Was concerned, took place in the sen- 
ate chamber where both houses wit- 
nessed the incoming of the new admin- 
istration. ? 

The senate will meet at noon tomor- 
row to consider President Taft’s nomi- 
nations, but the house will not convene 
again until the beginning of the extra 
session of congress to be called for the 
5th instant. 

‘Last Hours Not Exciting. 

The senate met at 9:80 a. m., but the 
proceedings were confined to the most 
formal work, mainly adoption of the 
complete report of the conferees en the 
pension appropriation bill, the les of 
the great supply measures, which’ the 
house also passed within one hour of 
adjournment, and the appointment of 
two or three commissions in accor- 
dance with recent congressional enact- 
ments. Vice President Fairbanks de- 
livered an address in. response to reso- 
lutions thanking him for hts conduct 
of the office. Immediately after ad- 
journment® of the sixtieth congress, the 
proclamation of the president calling 
the senate in extraordinar¥¢session to 
consider presidential appointmé  — was 
read at the direction of the new vice 
presidént—Mr. Sherman. 

Utterly lacking in all the stirring 
incidents usually marking the.closing 
of a congress, the house at 11:59 I-2 
o’clock was declared by Speaker Can- 
non to be adjourned without day. 
Having re-convened at !0 o’clock in 
the morning the two hours were spent 
in cleaning up conference reports and 
passing a few bills of no great public 
interest 

Speaker Cannon -received a unani- 
mous vote of thanks, which he ac- 
knowledged amid loud applause. 

The special committee appointed to 
wait upon the president, as is the cus. 
tom, reported that he had no further 
communications to make. The speaker 
wished the members peace, health and 
prosperity and the house adjourned, 

ers marching over to the sen- 


Enormous Expenditures, , 

During the*sessions Chairman Taw- 
ney, of the appropriations committee in 
the house, declared that the expendi- 
tures of the government have at nv 
time. except in war increased as rapid- 
ly as during th past eight years, 
primarily caused by popular and ‘execu- 
tive demands upon congress for appro- 
priations for the exercise of rights 
and functions belonging exclusively to 
the states, and the abnormal and un- 
necessary war expenditures in time of 
peace. 

Appropriations during the past eight 
years, including the fiscal year !910, he 
said, were equal to $7,007,839,183 and 
he declared that at the end of the 
present fiscal year there will be a de- 


ficit of $150,000,000. He severely criti- 
cised the executive branch for submit- 
ting estimates of expenditures far in 
excess of estimates of receipts. He 
placed the appropritaions for the expir. 
ing session at $1,044,014,298 

Mr. Livingston, (Ga.), the ranking 
minority member, of the committee, 
characterized the appropriations as 
stupendous, saying they exceed last 
session by $35,616,754 and greater than 
at any two sessions prior to 1898. He 
declared congrss should be commended 
for the millions it had refused to ap- 
propriate “notwithstanding the pres- 
sure brought to bear by the executive 
and the badgering of innumerable in- 
terests on all sides clamoring to get 
their hands into the treasury.” 

Sonator Culberson submitted a state- 
ment covering the past seven years, 
stating that the Increase of anppropria- 
tions for 1910 show an increase over 
those for 1903 of over $328,000,000 or 
about 5! per cent., and that the treas- 
urv’s estimated expenditures for 1910 
exceed 1902 by over $375,000,000, an 
increase of 53 per cent in eight years. 

Clark Snubs Cannon. 

In the failure of minority Leader 
Clark to present the usual resolutions 
to thé retiring speaker, Mr. Payne, the 
majority leader presented them and 
Mr. Cannon, in reply. alluded to Mr. 
Clark’s attitude, without mentioning 
it specifically and then said: 
_ “After all is said and donetn the af- 
fairs of parties and df men what is need- 
ed in the public service is virile men; 
men who favor policies that they believe 
in and have the courage of their convic- 
tions. Whether it be the majority or 
the minority, and a minority virile and 
patriotic, is as necessary as is a ma- 
jority in a government of the p2ople, 
strong men in public life as well as 
‘in private life, strike above the belt 
and tell the truth. As one member of 
this house, and under the tongue of 
good report and evil report I have 
performed my duty as a representative 
and speaker to the best of my judg- 
ment without regard to personal con- 
sequences to me. I thank the members 
of the house for their cooperation, ap- 
proval or criticism, when approval or 
criticism is not fulsome on the one 
hand or captious on the other for the 
mere’ purpose of praise or the mere 
purpose of condemnation. 

“! wish you health and prosperity 
individually. Some of you are not 
members of the incoming congress. 
You will join the great body of citf- 
zenship in private Hfé; you will per- 
form your duties there as well no 
doubt. You may return again. I can 
look in the faces of many of you who 
depart from public life, on both sides 
of the house with sorrow and not joy 
at your departure. May peace, health 
and prosperity attend your footsteps.” 

The speaker's remarks brought gen-

PRESBYTERIANS UPHELD. 


That Church Has Right to the 
Cumberland Property. 


Houston, Texas, March 4.—The state 
supreme court holds, in an opinion just 
handed down, that the Presbyterian 
church of the United States has rightful

WITH TAFT INAUGURAL 


Brokers on Floor of Exchange 
; Sismuioerhn. 


New York, March 4.—The inaugura- 
tion of the new president was received 
with passive satisfaction in the finan- 
cial district, @o far as the operations 
in the stock market gave any surface 
indication. 
on the floor upon the announcement 
of the swearing in of Mr. Taft were the 
most tangible expression of the pre- 
vailing view. The point in the charac- 
ter of the new president which is most 
prized in financial circles is that stat-~- 
ed by himself in the appreciative es- 
timate of his predecessor, published in 
a periodical in the words, “his intense 
desire. to reach practical results for 
good has made him at times impatient 
of the restraint of legal methods, 
while I have been trained as lawyer 
and judge and am strongly imbued 
with the necessity for legal methods, 
as eleven years on the bench are like- 
ly to make one.”

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| WHEAT MAKES BREAK 
ON PRIVATE REPORTS 


Showed 4 ed Amount of 
Wheat in Farmers’ Hands 
Than Was Forecasted. 


Chicago, March 4.—Wheat prices broke 
sharply here today, owing to the pri- 
vate reports giving estimates on farm 
reserves of wheat, which reports showed 
a much larger amount of grain in farm- 
ers’ hands than had been forecasted by 
leading local Dulls. Part of the loss 
was regained, but at the close prices 
were still % to %c below yesterday's 
final quotations. Corn and oats closed 
firm. but provisions were rather weak. 

Following the weak closing in wheat 


yesterday, the trade at the opening to-/ 


day was in a position to cover short 
sales or to place long wheat which had 
been sold out the previous day. This 
sort of buying gave the market a mod- 
erately firm start, much firmer than had 
been generally expected, in view of de- 
clines at Liverpool and Berlin, opening 
quotationg being % to Kec lower to \{@%éc 
higher, compared with the previous 
close. The leading bull was a buyer of 
the May delivery and this forced the 
price of that option up, to $!1.19% in the 
first few minutes of trading. with a gain 
of % to %c over opening figures. Toward 
the end of the first hour the report of a 
local crop statistician was made public, 
showing pr le reserves of wheat still 
in the farmers’ hands amounting to |! 23,- 
000,000 bushels. These figures were 
about 20,000,000 bushels in excess of the 
estimate of the bull operator, who is 
credited with practical control of the 
wheat situation here. An estimate made 
by a Kansas City expert placed the re- 
serves at a still higher figure. Profit 
taking brought out by these reports 
caused a quick decline, May dropping to 
$1.17%. During the remainder of the 
day the market continued nervous. The 
close was rather weak, with May at 
$!.1844@1.18% and July at $1.05%. 

New high recerd marks for the season 
were made by all deliveries of corn, 
May advancing to 6864%@68%c and Jumy 
to 67%@67%c. The market was bullishly 
affected by the report of a local crop 
expert which estimated farm reserves 
of corn to be nearly 100,000,000 bushels 
less than at the corresponding time 4 
year ago. Local longs were fair buyers, 
but the market showed little response 
to the break in wheat. The range for 
the day on May was 67%c to 684.@68\4a 
The market closed strong with préces up 
%@%c to %c, compared with the previous 
close, May being at 66%c and uJly at 
67% @67%c, 

Oats also advanced to a new high rec- 
ord mark for the season, the May ue- 
livery at one. time seliing at 56%@56%c 
and uJly at 5i%c. There was an active 
demand for the deferred deliveries. Lead- 
ing bulls were also active puyers. The 
market closed firm witn ar he up % 
to %c, compared with yesterday’s final 
quotation, May being at 56%c and July 
at 507%%c, 

Selling of provisions by local packing 
interests caused weakness in that mar- 
ket and final, quotations showed losses 
of 6 to 10c. A 10c decline in live “hogs 
was the chief bearish influence.

Omaha, March 4.—While trying to 
sell to Albert Edholm, a loeal jeweler, 
a necklace, valued by local jewelers at 
$50,000, John D. Sclavinitis, a Greek, 
who, for the convenience of American 


ways, calls himself Savis, was arrest- 


ed today by the Omaha police. The 
necklace consists of a single string of 
63 pearls, carefully matched and fast- 


ened with a clasp set with a’ diamond 
of unusual size. 

Savis entered the jewelry store this 
afternoon and presented a single 
pear], which he offered to sell. Assur- 
ing himself of its genuineness. Ed- 
holm gave him a valuation of $50 or 
$60, whereupon the Greek offered to 
sell him a dozen at $40 each, but said a 
friend had them. By a ruse, the 
jeweler succeeded in notifying the 
police and two detectives were sent to 
the store where the man Was arrested. 

Search Revealed Necklace, 

In his ‘possession was found a large 
revolver, but he made no resistance. 

At the station, a search revealed the 
entire necklace which he carried in 


his pocket. It was found that the gem 
offered for sale was the Smallest of 
the sixty-three. 

The police had recejved from the 
New York police department the de- 
scription of the necklace, which was 
said to have disappeared from the 
Knickerbocker Hotel in that city, No- 
vember 26, last. 

Savis said he was employed 
Knickerbocker Hotel for thirteen 


months in a position known as side- 
walk man. 

He was Sweeping refuse from the 
sidewalk and as he brushed it over the 
curb, he saw the necklace lying in the 
gutter with some rubbish. He put the 
String of jewels in his pocket and sav7s 
several persons witnessed his action, 

Heard of No Loss of Pearls. 


After going to his room that night, 
he examined the pearls closely. He 
Says it ig the custom in his country for 
the finder of valuables to receive one- 
third of their worth, and he thought 
the owner would make known his or 
her loss if the necklace was valuable. 
Not learning of any loss of pearls, ‘he 
concluded the find wae of comparative. 
ly small consequence. 

Savis explains having a revolver by 
Saying he was advised to arm himself 
when he went west. He secured em- 
Ployment in South Omaha and this 
city. 

Besides the necklace taken from 
Savis were a revolver, a watch chain, 
two purses, a memorandum book, a 
pronouncing dictionary and $61.55 in 
money. 

Marks in the dictionary indicated he 
lived at 685 or 705 Sixth avenue, New 
York. . 

May Be Jewels of Mrs. Heinze. 

New York, March 4.—The police here, 
when notified tonight of the arrest in 
Omaha, of a Greek, John Savis, who 
went there from New York, having in 
his possession a valuable pearl neck- 
lace, said the jewels were probably 
those lost by Mrs. Otto C. Heinze, in or 
near the Hotel Knickerbocker on the 
night of November 26, last. The same 
opinion prevailed at the Hotel Knick- 
erbocker whenthe news of the arrest 
Was told there.
